Durand 
made a particularly strong run In 
Wayne county, which he carried l)y 
nearly 10.000. The legislature will be 
made up as follows: House, Republi- 
cans 90; Democrats 9; one district in 
doubt.

Nov, 5.— Since Bos- 
well P. Flower, in a Democratic land- 
slide defeated J. Sioate Fassett for 
m»rerzK)r ip thja tace of Republican 
claims tor an easy victory, there bas 

not been such an overturning of votes 
froip tbe Republican to tbe Democrat- 
1ft party la this stftte, as tb«t vhlcb 
occwrrod Tuesday. 

Witb the exception of JM», Albany 
and Renssler counties, every Demo- 
cratic prediction of sweeping majori- 
ties was carried out and amplitled. 
Especially was this true below the 
Bronx. The claims of ISS.OOO for tbe 
flreatcr New York district wore more 
than verifled, but tbe claims of Krie, 
Albany and Renssler were responded 
to and the tailure to r^ize Demo- 
cratic hopes in these counties remov- 
ed all chance of Coler's election. 

The figures, both In totals and In de- 
tails, are extremely interesting. With 
a registration four per cent below that 
of two years ago, tho Dsaioeratic par- 
ty in the Greater New York district 
showed a gain in voting power in a 
majority of the counties of over 40 per 
cent and this tremendous gain was 
met and defeated by tbe Republicans 
averted by tbo above qulta repark- 
able fact that several of the Reput>- 
lican tip state counties gave Odell 
larger pluralties than in 1900, while 
several others equalled taeir plurali- 
ties of tbat presldaaUal year. Over tts 
combined vote la tho stato two years 
ago, the Democratic party gained at 
least 35 per cent and the Republican 
party lost 40 per cent.

TWELVE KILLED. SEVENTV-FOUR HURT 



Oynsmlte Bombs Kxplodes In a 

Cri>\\<l \Vatehliig I. l«-<'tliiii Ke- 
tunis With Awful Kesults. 
KIght Mea Are Arrested. 



New York. Nov, 5. — With a list of 
12 persons killed and 74 injured be- 
fore him. Coroner Scheier bas inau- 
gurated an Investigation of the explo- 
sion of fireworks in Madison Square 
election night. Eight men already 
have been locked up, charged with 
criminal neglect and tbo coroner baa 
Issued a wsrrant for tbe arrest of 
John Dimimdio of Coney Island, who 
is alleged to have been in charge ot 
the lire works. "It is a case of abso- 
lute criminal neglect," said the coro- 
ner. "One of tbe mortars was set oC 
and It was pointed at a row of other 
mortars in a line. There was a defect 
in the bottom of the moitar and it 
leaned toward the others which were 
set off by tho lire ball thrown toward 
them." 

District Attorney .Jerome, who was 
at the Union club in Fifth avenue, not 
far from the scene of the explosion, 
hurried to tbe scene and after investi- 
gation ordered tbe arrest of those in 
charge of the Are works. He had 
the prisoners taken to police head- 
quarters with the uue.\ploded tire 
works. Insjx ctor Urooks of the police 
department also ordered the arrest ot 
the manufacturer of the bomb, but he 
has not yet been found. 

The district attorney snii!: "■■nyn- 
amlte bombs should n. t i , . • i m 
such a public place. 1 have no doubt 
that a permit had been Issued for the 
exinbitlon. but a iil <! ::i vi.^stigation 
will lie made, Sit wiil lie taken to 
prev( nt anything like this occurring 
in the future.

The scenes at the hospital and at 
the morgue, following the terrible 
crush after the explosion in Madl^^tm 
Square were beyond descripfi<m. it is 
estimated that ,"iii.u(i(i peison.'^ were in 
the square at the time. Probably 
20,000 of these were massed around 
the iKiInt where the explosion occur- 
red and while they were scranihllng 
to riiieh placfs of safely, knocking 
one another down and falling over 
parw benches, .SO.COO others were 
cheering from the other side of the 
park, while they were viewing the 
election returns which were thrown 
uixm a screen before the new sky 
scraiier known as the "Flat Iron 
building. The persons in this por- 
portion of the park apparently were 
elated over the returns and sujjposed 
the exiiio.-iions waich lent the air were 
a part of the prt gram and were total- 
ly unaware of the tragedy being en- 
acted so near at hand until a detach- 
ment of police forced their way 
through to make room for the passage 
of the men bearing the nian;,le(| riv 
mains of their comrade. Patrolman 
Shea. Instantly a terrible calm swept 
over tbe crowd and all Interest la tho 
returns Immediately died out. 

Porto Riean Ilectlon. 

San Juan. P. R., Nov. 5. — There 
were no serious disorders anywhere In 
Porto Rico. The elii'tion which re- 
sulted in a sweeping Republican Vic- 
tory, passing off quietly. This was 
due to the fact that Governor Hunt 
sent 22 special representatives cover 
ing tho whole islan<l with plenary 
powers to adjust differences summar- 
ily. Frederico Degeteau was elected 
resident commissioner at Washington 
by a large majority. The Federals 
have 10 delegates in the legislature 
and the Republicans 25. Fraud was 
charged everywhere and the govern- 
ment has promised prompt prosecu- 
ttons. 



New York, Nov. 6.— CoBgressmaa 

Overstreet of Indiana, secretary of 
the Republican congressional commit- 
tee, said that the Republicans would 
have in the next house of representa- 
tives at least 206 members, probatly 
208, and possibly more.

"Combinations of industries are a men- 
ace to true government Not only so, 
bnt they are tbe oppressors of the people. 
If they continue to organise and grow 
greater there will be financial rain, 
the Wk*' of which thia coontry haa never 
seen— or any other. 

"There are times, to bo aare, when 
comhinationa are not only a good thing, 
but are to be commended. When sev- 
eral industries are starting ont in busi- 
ness it is well for individnala to combine 
for mutual protection until tho btaalnasa 
is firmly esUblished. When tho busi- 
nan is ao eatabliahed tho combination 
should be dlsmpted and conducted on 
individual lines. Then if one individual 
became embarraased it would not mean 
the wrecking of tbo Indnatry. I bolieve 
it it best to have such industries divided 
among aeveral individuals than combined 
into ono groat combination, the embar- 
rassment of which woold moan tho roin 
of all."
